SUBJECT: Amendment Number X- to Project LCCASSOCK 



1. This memorandum contains a recommendation in Paragraph 6 for 
DCI's approval. 

2. It is requested that an additional $ u. 3 be authorized for 

Project LCCASSOCK during FI 1959, increasing the total project authori- 
zation for this FI from $ C 3 to , 3 Funds for this increase 

are available within the current budget allocation for the EE Division. 

3. Project LCCASSOCK is a PP operation againBt East Germany and 
involves CIA subsidization of a cover publishing firm and the financing 
of the production and covert distribution of three publication series 
for distribution to the target country. The first series includes two 
regularly appearing publications, the second consists of reprints of 
documentary material, and the third is made up of letters targeted to 
specific professional groups. The purpose of these LCCASSOCK publications 
is to provide the target population with Western -oriented information 
which is nor mall y proscribed by the regime, to embarrass and expose the 
functionaries and policies of the regime, and to harass party officials. 

k. The LCCASSOCK budget for ET 1958 was $ L J Its approval 
rested on the understanding that the budget would be reduced to $l_ 3 

for FY 1959, and the project was duly programmed for this sum. Although 
every effort has been made to reduce costs, it has now become apparent 
that the current budgetary allocation might serve to keep the instrumen- 
tality in being but would not permit the discharge of a meani n gful oper- 
ational program. To ensure the effectiveness of this project and for 
reasons of preserving the project's cover, the restoration of $iT si 
of the budgetary cut becomes necessary. 

5. It is further pertinent that the current Berlin situation

does not permit Jeopardizing a PP instrumentality with a continued via- 
bility. This mechanism is of such a nature as to be considered for Joint 
CIA/FEDREP management as a propaganda production center for material 
targetted at the DDR. 

It is recommended that Amendment Number 1-to Project LCCASSOCK 
be approved in the amount of $. for the purpose and reasons stated 

above .
